Last evening some ot the most intimate 
fuiends of the family admitted that the 
strongest evidence so far produced tended to 
establish the truth of the story of the mar- 
riage, though speculation was rife as to the

She simply told me perscnally | 


formed the ceremony,” said a man who has 
known the family for years. It's hard to 
get around the preacher's description of the 
ceremony he performed and the fact that 
he has the certificate and will file it. What 
makes the matter a difficult one is the fact 
that in New York it is not necessary to have 
e license to marry. Any minister can marry 
a couple and, all the form required is that 
he shall file the certificate within ten days. 

“But you can rest assured that if Mrs. 
Yerkes is married again she was not mar- 
ried in her right senses. She has been ill 
since her husband's death, and her nervous 
condition may account for the whole affair.”’ 

Charles E. Yerkes, son of the late million- 
aire, spent an uncomfortable day assuring 
reporters that the story was false and trying 
to find out whether it was or not. Clarence 
Knight, who was C. T. Yerkes’ attorney, 
telegraphed a business associate in New 
York to investigate the story and report. 
But no report came during the day. Loulf¥ 
S. Owsley, formerly secretary to Mr. Yerkes, 
telegraphed F. K. Waller, secretary to Mrs. 
Yerkes, asking whether the story is true. 
No answer being obta to the message 
another was dispatched. But last evening 
Mr. Owsley stated 8 he had heard nota 
word. 


Mr. Yerkes Still Unconvinced. 


“There is absolutely no truth in the re- 
port,“ said Mr: Yerkes, at his office in the 
afternoon. “The telegram I received from 
Mrs. Yerkes stated that the story is ridic- 
ulous, and that settles it. What the publicity 
means I do not assume to say. At least I 
shall not discuss it in the newspapers.’ 

Despite Nr. Yerkes’ professed disbelief in 
the story, he inquired for the latest news 
from Mr. Knight in the evening. Then he 
asked what Mr. Knight thought of the story, 
and Mr. Knight told him he still thought it 
a “ hoax.” 

“TI have heard nothing from New. York 
today,” said Mr. Knight later in the even- 
ing. I don't believe the story. If there is 
anything in this publicity at all, I believe 
there is some kind of a plot behind it.“ 

Would Mrs. Yerkes’ remarriage have any 
bearing on the disposition of the estate or 
her share under the will?’’ the attorney was 
asked. 

“Absolutely none,“ replied Mr. Knight.

The quest of the west park and city police 
for the mysterious flying automobile 064 
reached an exhilarating stage yesterday. It 
was discovered there are three machines 
bearing this number. all the property of che 
oat Arm and Tool company of New 
2 ught here for demonstrating pur- 

e automobile show. One machine 
was 8 and its chauffeur fined. 

Patrolman James Martin of the west park 
police had a narrow eécape from the white 
machine bearing this number. The other 
two are olive and yellow. Martin, following 
instructions, had been watching for the re- 


appearance of 064 on Jackson boulevard. 


There is not 4 patrolman on the west side 
boulevards who has not noticed one of these 
machines racing at breakneck speed through 
the district. 


Sees Speeding Car Coming. 

Standing at Jackson boulevard and Hal- 
sted street at 10 o’clock this morning, Mar- 
tin saw the car coming. He determined to 
stop it, so he ran into the middle of the street 
and stood there waving botharms. Straight 
on the huge machine flew, never swerving or 
slacking speed. 

Martin said it must have been going at fifty 
miles an hour; but put it down later to thirty. 
It bore down upon him until he could see 
plainly the features of the driver, then as he 
became certain the man was insane and 
surely going to run over him the machine 
took a sharp curve. It grazed his coat and 
went bounding on with even intreased speed. 


Martin heard mocking laughter as he stood 
and read the fatal number. 064. 


Arrest Leads to Discovery. 

Martin made an arrest an hour later. It 
was an olive car of the same pattern, and to 
hfs astonishment had the same number on 
Its tag. The chauffeur gave his name as . H. 
Hancock and his address as the Lexington 
hotel. He explained that his firm had three 
machines in Chicago for demonstrating pur- 
poses. He refused, however, togive the name 
of the chauffeur in the white car, but said 
the name of the local manager of the com- 
pany was Frank FP. Usley, 1329 Michigan 
avenue. 


Hancock was taken to the Desplaines street 


police station and fined $5 and costs without 
delay. Martin then went before Justice 
Chott and took out a warrant for Usley's ar- 
rest, in the hope of getting the chauffeur 
he wanted. Constable George H. Nelson was 
given the warrant to serve, but had made no 
return last night. 


Runs Down a Pedestrian. 

A serious accident, due to reckless driving 
of an automobile, occurred in the evening. 
The automobile was driven by Carl Burgland, 
a chauffeur employed by Charles Bosch, 
5648 Kimbark avenue. Frederick G. Gutten- 
sohn, a saloonkeeper living at 468 Warren 
avenue, was the victim. The accident oc- 
curred at Warren and Western avenues at 
10 o'clock while the automobile was being 
driven east in Warren avenue. Guttensohn, 
who is 52 years old, was attended by Dr. 
U. G. Darling, 887 Washington boulevard, 
and was taken to his home in a police ambu- 
lance from the Warren avenue station.

His right foot was crushed under a wheel 
of the automobile and his head, striking the 
street, was severely cut and bruised. Mr.

Reckless Driver in Court. 

An instance of réckless driving was fur- 
nished in Justice Prindiville’s court in the 
morning, when the case of W. E. Croswell, a 
chauffeur for the Ralph Temple company, 311 
Michigan avenue, was called. 

The complainant was Clark M. Brady, 877 
Twenty-third street, a cab driver. He was 
hurt in collision with the machine which 
Croswell Was driving on Jan. 2, at Michigan 
avenue and Twentieth street. The auto- 
mobile ran into the cab from the rear, while 
driving north in Michigan avenue. Wit- 
nesses testified that Croswell was going at 
twenty miles an hour at least. 

Brady’s right side and hip were injured 
severely and three ribs were broken when he 
was thrown from his cab. Croswell pleaded 
that he was new to the city and was let off 
with a warning and a $10 fine. 


Justices Aroused Against Speeders. 

In announcing his intentions of punishing 
reckless automobilists severely in the future 
Justice Prindiville said: 

It is time the fine for this rapid driving 
was made heavy enough to deter the auto- 
mobilists.. I am going to give it to them 
hard after this. 
offense I will give them from $100 to $200 
unless the mayor revokes the licenses. These 
flip ones must be taught a lesson or two.“ 

“TI have raised my fines for offenses of this 
character from $25 to 350,“ said Justice 
Caverly, “and I will make it harder for 
them in the future. These fellows must 
obey the law or have it changed. A smail 
fine does not hurt them. They are willing 
to pay for their fun. The best way to do 
would be to revoke the license on the second 
offense.’’ 


Chief Collins Is Determined. 

Chief of Police Collins announced his de- 
termination to curb speeders in these words: 

Wo are going to give these fellows a good 
time this summer if we live. I expect to 
use mounted police, but what is far better, 
automobiles, which wil be furnished the de- 
partment by the automobile clubs. I have 
been promised a dozen of these machines, 
with expert chauffeurs. My men will ride 
in the cars, and we.will run down every one 
we can find going over the speed limit. 

We will take away the licenses after the 
second offense wherever we think it advisa- 
ble, and I am going to push the campaign 
for a.fine to the limit every time. 


Patrolman Gives His Views. 

West park policeman No. 188 gave his hum- 
ble opinions on the automobile question. He 
is stationed on Jackson boulevard, near Ash- 
land avenue, and it is his duty to keep the 
drivers within bounds. 

When they are good they are good, but 
when they are bad they are bad,” he said. 
„Get after these bad ones. Insist that they 
display their numbers. Nine out of every 
ten that come zipping along here have their 
numbers fixed so that you can’t read them. 


The enamel may be chipped off or they are 


placed way under the machine near the axle, 
so that you have to get on your knees to read 
them. Most of them have a lot of dust and 
grease smeared over them. 

There is one man I have had a lot of 
trouble with. He goes along here at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour every night.

It is em- 
barrassing and will continue to be 80.“

The breaking of a ladder caused Capt.

Murphy clutched a 
window: ledge and hung a moment — 
following his companions.

It was noteworthy that the Germans ab- 
stained from the least share in the discus- 
sion. 

Sefior Perez Cabaliero’s action has occa- 
sioned much perplexed comment. There was 
a disposition in certain quarters to believe 
that it was intended as an. anti-American 
demonstration. This apparently is a mis- 
take. The real explanation seems to be that 
ewing to the large number of Spaniards in 
Morocco, the consular deductions under the 
clause would be highly remunerativé to 
Spain, who is unwilling to forego so sub-

The ejection of the remainder of the crowd 
resulted in the injuring of many persons on 
both sides, tncluding fifty policemen and 
guards and a still higher number of the mil- 
itant Catholics. One hundred and fifty mem- 
bers of the congregation were arrested. One 
of the barricades erected in the church was 
thirty feet high. 

After the people had been driven dut a 
triple rank of guards armed with rifles was 
placed around the choir. All the windowsin 
the church were broken and every chair 
smashed.

That ledto the discovery 
of the missing parc. still in the possession 
| of the express company. It was turned over 
to the owner, but as a primary consideration 
he paid $30, which the officials felt to be due, 
and he did it just about as gladly as he re- 
turned the trousers. . 

The trousers still are in the hands of the 
express company. A “howl’”’ probably as 
vociferous as the one from the owner of 
the bonds is expected one of these days from 
the owner of the trousers. 

Officials of the Adams company are not 
inclined to discuss the case. The parcel was 
in their charge by another company, 
their liability was small, and their success 
in finding the missing property was marked, 
but they do not feel like talking. The man 
who tried to deceive them received his lesson, 
and they prefer to keep his name a secret.

Evasive Replies of Edward F. 
and Louis F. Swift Delay 
Beef Trial. 


MEMORIES ARE AT FAULT. 


Same Answer Is Made to Nearly 
Every Vital Question Put 
by Prosecution.

The court 
ruled tentatively in support of this conten- 
tion, but will hear further argument this 
morning.

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Believe Affidavit Stating That They 
Have Not Been Solicited to Join or- 
ganization Will Win Nonunion Men 
to Their Ranks Without Violating 
Writ of Jadge Holdom 
Recruits in That Way — Gompers 
Leaves for the East.

The printers believe they have evolved a 
scheme for winning strike breakers to the 
union ranks without violating Judge 
Holdom’s injunctional order. The plan con- 
sists in compelling the nonunion men to 
make affidavits to the effect that they have 
not been solicited to join the organization. 

Six nonunion men applied yesterday at the 
typographical unſon's headquarters in the 
Garden City block for membership in the 
union. All had come direct from Typothet2 
printing shops. Edward E. Bessette, who al- 
ready is under sentence for contempt of 
court, but who is in charge of the new mem- 
bers, at first refused to receive the strike 
breakers, but later, after consulting with At- 
torney W. H. Barnum, drew up the following 
aMidavit, which the nonunion printers were 
required to sign: 

I hereby solemnly swear that I am not now 
employed in any of the Typothete offices in the City 
of Chicago, which are now involved in court pro- 
ceedings with Chicago Typographical union No. 16 
nor do I intend in the future to accept employment 
in sald houses or any of them.“ 


Believes Plan to Be Legal. 

We believe that will forestall any possi- 
bility of further contempt proceedings on 
the ground of interference with the business 
or employés of the Typothete,” said Presi- 
dent Wright. We shall continue to take 
nonunion members into the union on this 
system hereafter." 

The plan. of paying the $1,000 fine against 
the union by serving time in jail was sub- 
mitted to the union's attorneys in the morn- 
ing and later it will be made the subject 
of an appeal to Judge Holdom. Both Wright 
and Bessette continued to remain at liberty 
without bond, despite the order of the court 
sentencing them to thirty days’ imprison- 
ment and fixing a bond of $1,000.

English Policy Holders of the 
Company Threaten Action 
by Parliament. 


REPRESENT GREAT SUMS 


Agent of British Interests Now in 
New York Examining Con- 
cern’s Books. 


LONDON, Feb. 1L-—-A meeting of the hold- 
ers ot policies in the Mutual Life Insurance 
company of New York, representing policies 
amounting to $2,545,000, was held today in 
the office of Lord Northcliffe (formerly Sir 
Alfred Harmsworth). Resolutions were 
passed, copies of which will be forwarded 
Pe oo York, demanding the representation 
the British policy holders in the home 
3 of the company and that the company 
deposit in Great Britain securities equal to 
the value of its liabilities in this country. 

In the event of failure to secure a satisfac- 
tory reply to these demands, the meeting 
pledged itself to have the matter raised in 
parliament. Members of both houses were 
present and accepted the responsibility of 
bringing up the quest on. 

The representative of a firm of London 
accountants who is now in New York ex- 
amining the securities of the companies has 
cabled for the assistance of an actuary. 


Equitable Insures 900 Employes Free. 
Néw York, Feb. 1—The fact that the Equit- 
able Life Assurance society has for the last 
four years insured free the lives of its 900 
employees for $1,000 each became known to- 
y. Since the Institution of the free insur- 
ce scheme seventeen deaths have occurred 
mong the employés and the society has in 
consequence paid out $17,000. 
Paul Morton, president of the Equitable, 
in speaking of the matter today, said: 
When I entered the service of the Equita- 
ble and learned about this system, the pro- 
priety of continuing it occurred to me, and 
at a meeting of the board of directors the 
whole question was brought up. It was de- 
cided to refer the matter to the conimittee 
on pensions, and it is still in the hands of 
that committee. Whether the system trans- 
gresses any law, I am not prepared to say; 
that is a question for the lawyers to answer. 
It is the common practice of all large cor- 
porations nowadays to carry insurance upon 
the lives of all of their employés.”’ 


Insurance Money Paid to Outsiders. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 1.—The legislative 
inquiry into the financial methods employed 
by the insurance department of Pennsyl- 
vania and the fees of the insurance commis- 
sioners and the actuary was begun today and 
the session continued late tonight. 

The chief witnesses in the sessions of to- 
day and tonight were Samuel W. McCullech, 
who was deputy insurance commissioner 
for many years, and Robert H. Forester, 
actuary, who also held that position for a 
long time. The law of the state allows the 
insurance commissioners to retain the fees 
and the testimony of the witnesses shows 
that in recent years these fees have grown 
enormously 

McCulloch testified that he had paid to J. 
Clayton Erb of Philadelphia, R. M. J. Reed, 
Ed. J. Davis, and Israel G. D. Stone at fixed 
periods each year certain amounts, although 
these men had no official connection with the 
department. 

Forester, the actuary, in his testimony said 
that while he had heard that though Erb 
claimed to have the appointment of actuary 
| it was never so understood about the office, 
but that he had been told by the former 
political bogs, Durham, that everything 
that Erb says goes.”

THREE PERISH IN HOLD. 


Fifty-eight Others Are Hurt in 
Blaze on Army Transport at 
San Francisco. 


San Francisco. Cal., 
were lost and fifty-elght men were injured 
in a fire that swept through the troop 
transport Meade early this morning. The 
Meade was ta have sailed today for Manilla 
with 1,000 men of the Second infantry and 
the Eighth and Thirteenth batteries of light 
artillery. * 

The fire broke out late at night while the 
transport was lying at the Folsom street 
wharf. Although several companies of the 
city’s fire department went to the assistance 
of the transport’s officers and crew, it was 
not until 4 o’clock this morning that the 
flames were extinguished. 


The Dead. 


DAKIN, CHARLES, of San Francisco, captain of 
fire engine company No. 4; fell unconscious into 
the water in the hold and was drowned; leaves 
wife and son. 

HENNESSY, THOMAS, hoseman of engine No. 4; 
suffocated to death while fighting fire in hold; 
leaves wife and three children. 

WALLACE, GEORGE, third officer of the trans- 
port Meade; suffocated while climbing a ladder 
from the hold and fell back unconscious, dying a 
short time later; was 25 years of age and a native 
of Sydney, N. 8. W. 

Among those injured were Capt. George 
Wilson of the Meade, whose shoulder was 
broken by a fall down a hatchway, and First 
Officer Lasack of the Meade. The majority 
of the Injured were city firemen. 


Explosives Add to Danger. 

For three hourgafter midnight the forward 
hold of the big troopship was a rurnace from 
which firemen were borne in an almost con- 
tinuous stream. Relays of men promptly 
stepped forward to take the places of those 
who were carried out unconscious. 


Tons of high explosives were loaded in the 


after part of the vessel and the firemen 
worked with the possibility ever before them 
that the flames would reach this compart- 
ment, Had this occurred the whole city prob- 
abl¥ would have been shaken by a terrific 
explosion and no man aboard the ship would 
have escaped. 

Owing probably to the fact that an infernal 
machine was found in the bunkers of the 
transport Thomas on its last voyage, the 
rumor was circulated that a plot had been 
laid to destroy the Meade at sea. Maj. C. A. 
Devol, chief of the traneport service, is in- 
vestigating this theory with great care. He 
is having the cargo taken from compartment 
No. 2, where the fire started, with a view of 
discovering the real cause of the disaster. 
The flames did not spread from that compart- 
ment. 


An official telegram received at army head- 
quarters, Federal building, yesterday after- 
“noon by Chief Quartermaster Col. W. W. 
Robinson Jr., from Maj. Devol, guperin- 
ne 1 of army transports, Sam Francisco, 
read: 

“Only one casualty in crew of Meade. 
Practically no damage to ship.“

If Congress Passes Act Trips Like

be used for excursions by officials, or mem- 
bers of congress, or any one else. The com- 
mittee ts searching for other leaks in the 
jaws which permit diversion of money into 
the pockets of interested parties, and when 
they are found it proposes to put in a large 


sized plug. 
“We estimate that $50,000 has been paid 


out in mileage,” said Representative Hull, 
“to which the recipients were not entitled. 
They got hold of the money by evading the 
law which congress has enacted for the ex- 
press purpose, of introducing economy in 
transportation. The intention of congress 
was to reduce the amount of money an officer 
ghould receive who was under orders to the 
iippines. 
con law etates specifically that only 
actual expenses shall be paid between the 
United States and its insular possessions, but 
vs have found that officers have been ordered 
to Nagasaki, Japan, or Shanghal, or even 
en to Hongkong, and thence to Manila, 
traveling, with the exception of the last leg, 
in gavernment transports. They have re- 
red mileage when they should be reim- 
parsed only for their actual expenses, and 
the latter amount to about $1 a day, while 
mileage for the trip amounts into the hun- 
Freds. An officer going to Manila via Europe 
receives over $900 in mileage. If ordered to 
Manila he goes direct from San Francisco and 
it is cut down two-thirds.” 


Gen. Dodge Before Committee. 


When Gen. Dodge, paymaster general of 
the army, was before the committee he told 
ef the case of an officer who was ordered 
from New York to Buenos Ayres, Argentina, 
whefe he was to assume a station as military 
attaché. He got transportation from the 
quattermaster’s, department for the entire 
journey for $175, and his mileage amounted 
to more than $500. | 
‘Officers traveling about the Philippines 
Alo receive mileage when they are trans- 
Ported, usually in government transports, 
paying only their actual expenses, It is 
the presumption that mileage gives an officer 
enough to pay his transportation and hotel 
Bills, but in the Philippines there are nc 
hotels, and he usually reports to the gar- 
rison, where lie lives until he completes the 
duty upon Which he has been ordered. 

Besides checking up officers in this con- 
nection, the committee has incorporated in 
the bill a provision that actual expenses only

May Be New Investigation. 

It is this argument which will be presented

and its competitive lines. That can be di- 
rected specifically not only toward the ac- 
tual heldings of stock by the big company 
in its inor competitors but aise to the 
question as to whether there has been ar 
actual and illegal interference with compe- 
tition. 

For instance, Secretary Metcalf may be di- 
rected to inquire whether or not after the 
Pennsylvania made its purchase of the stock 
of the Baltimore and Ohio and Chesapeake 
and Ohio companies there was any change 
in the policy or management of those roads 
which are unquestioned physical competitors 
of the Pennsylvania system between the 
east and west. 

It is asserted, for instance, that after the 
purchase of the stock by the Pennsylvania 
certain members of the Pennsylvania direc- 
torate were elected directors of the com- 
peting road. Then, it is alleged, there fol- 
owed an actual change in the management, 
presidents, general managers, and superin- 
tendents being shifted around until they 
came to represent an exclusive Pennsyl- 
vania railroad interest throughout the entire 
management of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and Norfolk and West- 
ern roads. 

This is really the serious question at issue 
and probably the only one. Most business 
men will admit the right. of a railroad com- 
pany to invest its funds as it sees best, either 
in federal or state seturities, or in the cer- 
tificates of other railroads, whether com- 
petitive or not. Everybody knows that the 
Pennsylvania has done this, but what the 
house wants to know is whether the purchase 
of stock was an investment or whether it 
was the preliminary step in securing the 
extinction of legitimate compefition. 


Competition Has Been Destroyed. 


If a resolution is offered in the house fol-

OPENS FIRE ON U. S. MINISTER. 


Kentucky Representative Charges Am- 
bassador to Bolivia with Conspiracy 
to Defraud Mining Stock Owners, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1—[{Special.]J— 
Representative Gilbert of Kentucky today 
introduced a resolution requesting ihe secre- 
tary of state to transmit tg the house all the 
correspondence and papefs relating to the 
charges of misconduct against William B. 
Sorsby, United States minister to Bolivia. 

Back of the resclution is said to be a story 
of graft which Representative Gilbert and 
others promise to make public in the house. 
It ig charged in the resolution that Sorsby 
openly and publicly conspired with certain 
British capitalists to wreck the Playa de Oro 
Mining company in Ecuador with the aid of 
Paul D. Cravath of New York City through 
the fraudulent issue of bonds conveying the 
stock and property of the company fo a 
British corporation. 

The resolution recites that while the British 
government has had no diplomatic relations 
with the government of Boliva for 
many years, Minister Sorsby has active- 
ly and officially devoted his energies to 
promoting the claims of a British syndic- 
ate operating in Bolivia and that he Bas in 
his capacity as minister mediated on behalf of 
the British concefn to the detriment of Amer- 
fcan interests and has also acted in behalf of 
the British in the bourdary dispute between 
Brazil. Chile, Argentina, and Bolivia. 

It is also charged that Sorsby, in order to 
participate in the conspiracy of which he 18 
charged, while consul at Kingston, Jamaica, 
effected a change in station with George M.

PITTSBURG’S PROPOSED CANAL. 


a A subcommittee of the house committee 


on railways and canals has decided to re- 
port favorably on a bill’ granting a federal 
charter for the construction of a canal from 
Pittsburg to Lake Erie. The proposed 
— waterway will be 100 miles long and twelve 
|. feet deep, and will be capitalized at $60,000,- 
9000. The government is not asked for any 
money, but merely for a franchise. The 
Dusiness interests of Pittsburg assume the 
entire cost and responsibility of construction 
and operation. 
„The main object of the projectors of the 
canal is to reduce the cost of transporting 
fron ore from the great lakes to the iron and 
Steel works of Pittsburg. At present the 
~ ore is first loaded upon boats on the lakes 
and shipped to Ashtabula. It must be re- 
loaded there and hauled the rest of the way 
to Pittsburg by rail. A new kind of boat 
has been invented which can be operated 
equally well in a canal and on the lakes. 
By the use of boats of this class on the pro- 
“posed canal the expense of reloading at Ash- 


5 tabula, and also the difference between the 


- ¢ost of land and of water transportation 
’ from Ashtabula’ to Pittsburg, would be 
Saved. The saving on the shipment of a 
Single ton of ore would be small, but on all 
the ore received by the iron and steel manu- 
_ facturers of Pittsburg in the course of a 
year it would bea big sum, and might enable 
‘them to meet the inapeaning competition 
they have to meet. -) 

The business interests of ‘Pittsburg de- 
* gerve praise for deciding to build the con- 
templated waterway themselves instead of 
asking that it be done partly or wholly by 


2 the national government. The did—in many

ment has given in the past to local or quasi-~ 
public improvements has fostered a too gen- 
eral disposition to look to it for assistance. 
National funds should be applied only to

MAKING CHICAGO RIDICULOUS. 
Has Mayor Dunne a moral right to persist

DOUBLE THE LICENSE. 

A majority of the aldermen on the license 
committee seem to be for the saloonkeepers 
and against the people. They say the $1,000 
license may put many saloonist# out of 
business,” That appeals to them = 
forcibiy than the fact that the higher license 
will put many criminals out of business and 
in the penitentiary. Why this solicitude 
about the fate of the poor saloonkeeper ” 
and this indifference regarding the victims 
of murderers and burglars? 

There are a few saloonkeepers in the coun- 
cil. One can understand why they should 
oppose high license. Other aldermen who 
are against it are influenced by different 
considerations. Apparently some of them 
think there are more votes to be got by sid- 
ing with the saloons and the criminals than 
with citizens who are pleading for better 
police protection. Deputations of orderly, 
peace loving citizens have called on these 
aldermen and asked them to vote for the 
$1,000 license so that the number of small, 
disreputable saloons may be lessened and 
the revenues of the city increased to enable 
it to hire more policemen, The voice of one 
saloonkeeper has more influence with some 
aldermen than the protests of a hundred 
respectable: citizens. 

The aldermen who are opposing the 
doubling of the saloon license seem to have 
an impression that a large element among 
the voters Is against it. That is not true 
even of the customers of,the saloons. They 
never have found fault with the heavy in- 
ternal revenue tax on spirits. In 1883, 
when the saloon license was raised from $52 
to $500, the liquor interests fought it, but 
not one word against it was heard from the 
liquor drinkers. They are not sending dele- 
gations to the license committee to protest 
against the $1,000 proposition. 

The customers of the saloons desire police 
protection as much as do men who hever 
enter a saloon. Men of both classes have 
made up their minds that the $1,000 license 
will give them that protection. Aldermen 
who refuse to givé them what they demand 
will be jumped on at the polls when. they 
seek redlection. The 8,000 saloonkeepers 
and their bartenders are q pitiful minority 


of the total vote. 


The aldermen who are opposing a measure 
calculated to drive criminals out of business 
would better bow to the will of the majority. 
It is a case of the saloonkeepers versus the 
people, and it will be safer to be on the side 


of the people. 


PREPARE FOR THE CHAUFFEUR. 

One hundred and forty persons were 
killed or mitimed by automobiles in Chicago 
last year. Nine-tenths of the casualties: 
were occasioned by the negligence or reck- 
lessness of the men in charge of the ma- 
chines. There will be more automobiles in 
the streets and boulevards in 1906 thanin 
1905. The police think there will be about 
4,000. There was as much disregard for 
law on the part of chauffeurs last fall as 
there was last spring. Presumably the same 
lawless spirit will be displayed when the 
weather becomes pleasant and all the autos 
are out; In view of their increased numbers 
there will be more casualties this year than 
last, unless effective steps shall be taken to 
make it safe for pedestrians to cross the 
streets. 

That is the problem which is disturbing 
the city and park authorities. They realize 
the danger to which the public will be ex- 
posed when the racing maniacs shall resume 
operations in a few months, and are consid- 
ering the advisability of amending the ordi- 
nances regarding automobiles so that they 
may be more rigid. 

It will be better to attend to that now 
than to wait until the season opens and the 
casualties begin. The minimum penalties 
for deliberate violations of the ordinances 
should be made much heavier. That will 
not affeet careful and competent drivers, but 
will put it out of the power of justices to 
let offenders off with nominal fines. The 
man who cannot be restrained by a fine of 
$5 will think twice before he runs the risk 
of paying $200.. Many of the justices have 
been altogether too considerate in their 
treatment of habitual lawbreakers who 
were not deserving of mercy. 

The richt of pedestrians to cross streets 
and boulevards in safety is superior to the 
right of automobilists to use them for their 
purposes. That is a rule of law which they 
must be made to respect, by peaceable means 
# possible; by forcible ones if necessary. 
The community has had enough killing and 
maiming of men and women by automo- 
bilists and it looks to the proper authorities 
for protection. Now is the time for them to 
mature their plans for the suppression of 
frenzied antomobilism in the streets and 
parks. , 

If there are men in Chicago who are un- 
happy if not allowed to race in automobiles 
let them act on President Eckhart’s sugges- 
tion. He advises them to build a racing 
track out on the prairie. That will be their 
private property and on it they can drive 
their machines at headlong speed. If there 
shall be accidents automobilists alone will 
be the victims. There is no objection toa 
remote racing park, but the practice of turn- 
ing public parks into speedways must stop. 


SUBWAY DISAPPOINTMENTS. 

In number of passengers and size of 
profits the New York subway has already 
proved a brilliant success. It is carrying 
500,000 passengers a day, as against 800,000 
carried by the elevated roads, and the fran- 
chise is worth a bonus of a score or two of 
millions. Still it presents some serious dis- 
appointments. 

In the first place the cars, of which there 
is an uadersupply, are crowded to the limit 
during the rush hours.. Passengers have 
often to forego boarding trains because they 
eannot get on, and the crowding at the gates 
frequently assumes the character of a block- 
ade. Thus the running time is seriously re- 
tarded. Under the franchise, express trains 
should make thirty miles and local trains 
fourteen miles per hour, including stops. 
Recent tests indicate, however, that during 
the rush hours—the period when passengers 
chiefly require due speed—these trains make 
about twenty-one miles and thirteen miles 
respectively, ae: 

Moreover, curious and important second- 
ary results follow. In order to recoup as far 
as possible this loss of time the movement 
of trains is accelerated rapidly after stops 
and then the brakes are applied sharply for 
the next stop. This abnormal expenditure 
of power discharges a great amount of heat, 
and thé temperature of the subway in sum- 
mer averages about seven degrees above 
that of the open street. The grinding brakes 
also ge into the aira fine dust, eom- 
minute particles of steel, more or 
boc with volatile particles of oll. It 
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pected soon. 5 
These novel features of underground rail- 
roading: seem to be peculiar to the New 
York. subway, and are quite apart from the 
2 objections to tunnel air,” to the 
t amount of noise caused in a subway, 


and to the generally depressing influence of 
travel in tunnels, Still, New Yorkers take 
eagerly to their tunnels. The discrimi- 


nating observer might perhaps explain this 


fact in part by the unsatisfactory character 
of alternative modes of travel. 

It is claimed that the chief ultimate cause 
of the disappointing speed of New York 
subway trains is the lack of side doors in the 
cars. The elevated cars in the Boston sub- 
way have such doors in the middle, and pas- 


sengers can get off at that point while others 


are getting on at the end doors. Blockades 5

I note by and by that the Peerages

evidence going to show that the respondent 
had been previously married to a Wiliam 
Mure, her union to whom had been pro- 
nounced by the courts null and void on 
grounds identical with those upon which the 
marquis based his extraordmary petition.

The Canadian born, 
American educated marchioness of Donegal 
9 in this country was the late peer's third 
wife.

Lord Beauchamp's appointment to the cap- 
taincy of the so-called “band of gentlemen 
at arms,“ or principal bodyguard,” of 
the sovereign marks another defection from 
the liberal-unionist cause. For the earl was 
formerly one of the most fervent admirers 
of Joseph Chamberlain, who came in for a 
considerable amount of criticism in connec- 
tion with his nomination of this young peer 
at the age of 27 to the important post of | 
governor and commander-in-chief of the 
great Australian colony of New South Wales. | 
It cannot be said that the earl proved any | 
great success as an antipodean satrap, and 
he managed to render himself so unpopular 
in Australia that he was encouraged to re- 
sign by Chamberlain, who could not but feel 
that the condemnation to which he had been 
subjected in connection with the earl’s ap- 
pointment had become justified. 

It is perhaps the fun which has been poked 
at Lord Beauchamp both by the Australian 
and the English press that renders him so 
bitter against modern journalism.” In a 
public address he has denounced the latter as 
bad in its tendencies ’’ on the ground that 
It did not educate.” He declared that he 
particularly objected to illustrations be- 
cause they are “ not frug to Hf,“ this being 
undoubtedly a shaft almed at the numerous 
caricatures of himself that have appeared in 
the Australian and English papers. Finally 
he declared that he considered a woman's 
column in a paper to be “ altogether unnec- 
essary,’’ which led the Australian press to 
remark pointedly that asin spite of his youth 
he has all the ways, the whims, the man- 
nerisms, and prejudices of an old maid, he 
certainly ought to know.

Perhaps the most egregious mistake 
which he made in the antipodes was his 
memorable dispatch sent from the first point 
which his ship touched In Western Australia 
to Sydney, wherein he referred unnecéssarily 
to the fact that New South Wales, the 
colony over which he was about to assume 
the rulership as governor, had originally 
been a penal settlement and the original col- 
onists. nothing more or less than time ex- 
pired convicts. This is a point on which the 
people of New South Wales are particularly 
sensitive, and for their new governor to re- 
mind them of it was not calculated to endear 
him in their eyes. On arriving at Sydney he 
at once identified himself with the extreme 
Sabbatarian element, declined to counte- 
nance race meetings, although the sporting 
strain is particularly strong in the Austfa- 
lian blood, turned his face against theatrical 
entertainments, and took charge of a bible 
class in the parish in Sydney in which gov- 
ernment house is situated. Then he aroused 
the indignation of a large number of people 
of French origin and birth in the colonies 
by a public reference to the Dreyfus case, 
in which he Abused the French government 
and its methods, winding up with the most 
extravagant denunciation of France by 
thanking his Maker that he was not a 
Frenchman. This led to official complaint 
of his conduct by the French government, 
resulting in a full fledged diplomatic inci- 
dent at just the moment of all others when 
the English government was most anxious 
to avoid any cause for troubie with France, 
and brought about his resignation. 

His peerage is quite modern, being less 
than 100 years old, and his connection with 
he historic house of Beauchamp, which has 
played so great a role in the annals of Eng- 
land, indfrect and remote. He is married 
to a sister of the present duke of Westmin- 
ster. :

Arrayed in scarlet gold laced coats, plumed 
gilt helmets, and armed with swords and 
halberds, they present a most picturesque 
and imposing appearance at those court and 
state functions where their services are alone 
required.

June 30, 1905, was 28,160,067 pesos.

Peace and Good Order, 

Referring to conditions as to peace and 
order the report says: 

“With the exception of the provinces of 
Cavite, Batangas, and Samar, peace and 
order have generally prevailed throughout 
the islands. Except in these provinces the 
instances of lawlessness have been few and 
insignificant. Cattle stealing, which was 
common two or three years since, has al- 
most entirely ceased, and this, together with 
the sense of security which has come to the 
people from a e pursuit of these evil 
doers, has priyclpally contributed to the in- 
creased cultivation mentioned above. 

The provinces of Cavite, Batangas, and 
Samar have been much afflicted during the 
year by organized ladrone bands, which for 
a considerable time past have terrorized and 
plundered the people at intervals. The ef- 


fect ‘of their depredations resulted in the 
abandonment by many of the inhabitants 


| of their richest and best agricultural lands, 


and the moving into the towns of the farm- 
ing class, where to some extent at least 
police protection was afforded them.”

Island of Samar Pacified. 

The troubles in the island of Samar and the 
manner in which the people were pacified 
is explained thus: 

“The wild and sem!-barbarous hilimen of 
Samar, fired by the fanatical teachings of an 
old Filipino who called himself Pope Bu- 
lan, who supplied the soldiers with charms 
called ‘ anting-anting,’ which they were told 
rendered them invulnerable to bullets, banded 
together under the direction of several 
shrewd and unscrupulous leaders, some of 
whom had been outlaws from Spanish times, 
and began a series of attacks upon the iso- 
lated detachments of constabulary and the 
peaceful and inoffensive people who did not 
want to-join them, in which they commutted 
many cruelties and barbarities. 


ef the Philippine commission made a per- 
sonal visit to the island of Samar and held 
a number of hearings with the people and 
officials, from which it appeared that the 
discontent of the people was largely if not 
wholly caused by the fact that the local offi- 
cials of the coast towns were acting as the 
agents of the large ex houses in Manila 
for the purchase of hemp, the principal prod- 
uct of the island.“

A. H. REVELL PROPOSES 
NEW FOREST RESERVES. 


Modified Plan Provides for Pure 
by Existing Park Boards of 8.0 
Acres of Woodland Ad- 
joining the City. 


Opponents of the project.for a system of 
forest reserves adjoining the city which was 
defeated at the polls last November have 
come forward with a proposition of their 
own. This modified plan involves the acqui- 
sition of 8,000 instead of 37,000 acres, these

r. Revell’s plan, together with an exten- 
sive chart of the city showing the districts 
which he belleves to be available for such 
a project, was given out yesterday at the 
offices of the Civic federation, of which Mr. 
Revell is president. It contemplates a group 
of forest lands connected not by a boule- 
vard but by a country road, which should 
be under police protection. For the present 
the’ lands as acquired would be let out to 
farmers who would attend to its preservation 
in return for the privilege of occupancy.

There are about the city,“ says Mr. Re- 
vell, “ north, west, and south, areas of land 
which can be quietly purchased and held in 
reserve. One of the most important of these 
tracts is the flatiron shaped piece which lies 
north of the Sag and east of the main drain- 
age channel. This land is almost valueless 
for any other than park purposes, It is dry, 
sterile, and in part about 200 feet above Lake 
Michigan. It embraces about 5,000 acres. 

“There are certain marginal lands lying 
along the Desplaines river, Salt creek, and 
other small streams, which are desirable for 
park preserves. For the most part these 
Jands are not and cannot be made valuable 
for farm purposes.
